HP’S HONE

HARLOW MP Bill Rammell 
has spent thousands of pounds 
of taxpayers’ money refur¬ 
bishing his family home. 

According to edited details of Mr 
Rammell’s Parliamentary expenses 
published online last week, the 
Minister for the Armed Forces 
claimed a total of £14,575 for redec¬ 
oration, refurbishment, furniture and 
electrical goods between June 2004 
and March 2006. 

The money was also spent on a new 
bathroom suite, bed, mattresses, carpets 
and even a kitchen sink. 

This week Mr Rammell insisted all the 
claims he made under the MPs’ 
Additional Costs Allowance conformed 
to rules set out in contemporaneous 
editions of expenses guide The Green 


Book, which states MPs should only claim 
for expenses “wholly, exclusively and nec¬ 
essarily incurred” when staying away 
from their main residence. 

“Before I stopped claiming under the 
ACA allowance, all of my claims were 
explicitly approved as being in accordance 
with the rules of the fees office,” he told 
the Star this week. 

“All my claims, along with claims of all 
MPs, are being re-examined by an inde¬ 
pendent, external auditing team and I will 
of course follow any decision they issue. 

“This team will look at claims in rela¬ 
tion to the rules which existed at the time 
and will take account of any issues arising 
from that examination which cause them 
to question the original judgment.” 

The 2003 edition of The Green Book - 
which was introduced shortly after Mr 
Rammell purchased a one-bedroom flat in 
central London in 2002 - also states that a 
minister’s main residence must be in 
London, allowing Mr Rammell to claim

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Hospital investigates 
second 'theft' claim

A SECOND investigation 
is under way at Harlow’s 
Princess Alexandra Hos¬ 
pital into the alleged theft 
of jewellery from an eld¬ 
erly patient. 

Pensioner Elizabeth Slee 
(85) has been receiving treat¬ 
ment for two months after suf¬ 
fering a debilitating stroke. 

When she was admitted to 
hospital Mrs Slee, who also suf¬ 
fers from Alzheimer’s, was wear¬ 
ing a necklace containing two 
gold bands and an antique dia¬ 
mond solitaire engagement ring. 

But her family contacted 
police after claiming the solitaire 
ring worth hundreds of pounds 
was removed from the necklace. 

The allegations come a week 
after the Star reported police and 
health chiefs had launched sepa¬ 
rate investigations into claims 
two diamond rings were stolen 
from the body of an elderly pat¬ 
ient. 

This week Mrs Slee’s 
grandaughter, Sharon Elston 
(39) of Lower Meadow, Harlow, 
said: “It is just disgusting. 

“The ring was an engagement 
ring which she has had for about 
60 years and now it has gone. 
One day it was there and the next 
day it wasn’t.

Street traders 
need a licence 
for car parks 

STREET traders who set up stall 
in areas across Harlow will now 
be required to purchase a license 
after councillors decided to adopt 
a wider interpretation of the word 
‘street’. 

Under rules set out in 2001, the 
council drew up a list of areas in 
which a license was needed for 
street trading. 

But now it has decided to extend 
the areas to cover retail car parks 
and other places which were 
previously deemed private land to 
which the public has access. 

The move, which was agreed by 
members of the environment and 
community committee on 
Monday night, comes after a 
High Court judgement ruled in 
certain cases private property 
could be deemed as a street. 
Unlicensed traders who operate 
in the areas of the revised 
arrangements will be contacted 
by the council to inform them of 
the changes and given the 
opportunity to apply for a 
license.

Store installs 
CCTV to catch 
'speed racers' 

ILLEGAL speed races are taking place at a 
Harlow retail park fuelling fears they could 
have tragic consequences. 

As many as 10 super-charged vehicles 
are said to be using the car park at Princes 
Gate for challenges. 

The drivers have even been seen spilling 
drums of oil onto the surface to transform 
it into a skid pan. 

Now the bosses of new retailer GO 
Outdoors have vowed to help police catch 
the culprits by setting up CCTV to film 
them in the act. 

Several hours of video footage have 
already been archived and could be used as 
evidence in the event of a prosecution. 

GO Outdoors manager Dave Smith said: 
“The people of Harlow deserve better. We 
are a new retailer in Harlow investing mil¬ 
lions of pounds to generate jobs and help 
breathe new life into a retail area which we 
believe has the potential to be one of the 
best in Essex. 

“But this night racing needs to stop. If it 
doesn’t, we fear someone may be killed 
because they drive so fast and recklessly.” 

A spokeswoman for Essex Police said 
officers were working with retailers to 
stop the menace and added that one car had 
already been identified. 

She said anyone caught in the act would 
be subject to a section 59 order which 
would result in their car, or any vehicle 
they are seen driving, being seized if they 
are found to be committing further acts of 
anti-social behaviour. 

Lotto chiefs reject 
park funding bid 

A BID for National Lottery funds to trans¬ 
form Harlow Town Park has failed. 

Harlow Council applied to the Heritage 
Lottery Fund for a grant to deliver a range 
of schemes set out in the Town Park 
Masterplan. 

But after a six-month appraisal the bid 
was rejected. 

Council chiefs are now going back to the 
drawing board to strengthen the application 
ready for the next deadline of February 28 
next year. 

They also have to review the funding 
strategy for delivering the Masterplan 
which is due to be discussed at a future 
meeting.

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Thugs jailed 
for racist 
attack on 
Rastafarian 

TWO men guilty of a 
racially motivated attack on 
a Rastafarian have been 
jailed. 

Victim Neil Grant was 
walking along a cycle path 
near Second Avenue, 

Harlow, last July when he 
was racially abused and had 
a dreadlock pulled out, 
Chelmsford Crown Court 
was told. 

Jason McMenanin (20), of 
The Dashes, Harlow, and 
James Ellen (23), of 
Arkwrights, Harlow, were 
each jailed for six months 
for the assault. A 16-year- 
old girl, who has been 
sectioned under the Mental 
Health Act, will be 
sentenced at a later date. 
Juliet Donovan, prosecuting, 
said Mr Grant,was 
approached by Ellen who 

called him a “black b.d” 

and swung a bottle at him. 
Mr Grant was then punched 
in the face and kicked 
during an attack which 
lasted up to four minutes. 

He suffered a swollen nose, 
two black eyes, cuts and a 
tear to his eyelid and was off 
work for four weeks. 

James Howard, representing 
Ellen, said in mitigation: 

“He can’t remember what 
happened because of drink, - 
he was hammered. He has 
now attended an addiction 
centre.” 

Graham Brown, 
representing McMenanin, 
said: “He has shown 
genuine remorse and he 
approached the victim today 
to say sorry. Drink is a real 
problem.” 

Passing sentence, Judge 
Anthony Goldstaub told the 
pair: “This was an appalling, 
racially motivated attack on 
Mr Grant, a Rastafarian who 
was walking on a public 
footpath when he was set 
upon with physical and 
verbal abuse. 

“Apart from insulting Mr 
Grant by shouting racial 
abuse, he was punched, 
kicked and pulled to the 
ground and held there while 
beaten.” 

Ellen received an extra three 
months for breaching a 
conditional discharge and 
unlawfully abstracting 
electricity. 


Please don't join 
the bin rebellion

COUNCIL chiefs in Harlow are 
urging residents to boycott a 
national newspaper’s campaign 
against wheelie bins. 

A week after the Star revealed black 
bin bag collections would be phased 
out from September, a number of resi¬ 
dents have sent protest coupons to 
Harlow Council chief executive 
Malcolm Morley asking for house¬ 
holders to be given the right to chose 
between wheelie bins or biodegradable 
plastic bags. 

The coupons are part of a Daily Mail cru¬ 
sade to halt what it describes as the ‘blight 
of the wheelie bin’ and give residents a 
choice over how they dispose of their house¬ 
hold waste. 

Tony Hall, chairman of Harlow Council’s 
environment and community committee, 
said: “The Daily Mail article implied that all

wheelie bin collections work in the same 
way but that’s not the case. 

“We want to stress that Harlow’s food 
waste will be collected weekly and that we 
will be providing help to people who can’t 
physically manage the bins. The bins will 
not be microchipped, as implied in the arti¬ 
cle. 

“We appreciate that people don’t find the 
bins attractive. Councillors who agreed the 
contract all live in Harlow and we will also 
be putting the bins in our gardens and on to 
our streets. However there is a stark choice 
for us all: recycle more or risk paying more 
council tax if we don’t hit Government tar-

gets.” 

Householders will be provided with two 
wheelie bins - one for recyclable items and 
the other for non-recyclables - which will 
be collected on alternate weeks. They will 
also receive a food waste bin and a kitchen 
food waste caddy. 

Homes considered unsuitable for wheelie 
bins will remain within the current collec¬ 
tion system and the council said it will also 
provide assistance to those who cannot 
manage to move the bins. 

But Les Coben, chairman of Harlow 
Pensioners’ Action Association which last 
year delivered a petition to Harlow Council 
opposing the plans, argued the new system 
is not practical and is calling on HPAA 
members to support the campaign in a last- 
ditch attempt to reverse the decision which 
he claims will cost upwards of £4m to intro¬ 
duce. 

“We have to keep on,” he told the Star. “I 
have some members that are only as big as 
the bins themselves. How are they going to 
manage when you have bin men saying they 
can’t move the bins if they are too heavy for 
health and safety reasons?”

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Biker gang member 
jailed on gun charge 


Walkers are on the right track 



A FORMER Israeli sol¬ 
dier who was one of the 
leaders of a motorcycle 
group called The Outlaws 
has been jailed for pos¬ 
sessing a handgun. 

Police officers seized the 
Browning 7.65 pistol from 
Avitzur Pessach during an 
early morning raid at an 
address in Bishopsfield, Har¬ 
low, last year. 

When he was searched he was 
also found to be in possession of 
of amphetamine and cannabis. 

Pessach (45), of The Readings, 
Harlow, pleaded guilty at Chelm¬ 
sford Crown Court to possessing 
a prohibited weapon and ammu¬ 
nition without a certificate, pos¬ 
session of amphetamine with 
intent to supply and possessing 
cannabis. 

Sentencing him to five years 
in prison, Judge Christopher Ball 
said that the drugs offences 
“paled into insignificance” to the 
weapons charge. 

“Drugs and weapons are a 
potentially lethal combination,” 
he said. “Weapons like this must 
be taken out of circulation and 
people who allow them to be 
concealed must be taken out of

circulation as well.” 

Mark Lakin, prosecuting, told 
the court police went to the 
address at Bishopsfield on 
February 27 last year. 

Four people were in the prem¬ 
ises and one of them led officers 
to some cannabis resin. They 
found a collection of knives, 
swords, blunt and sharp weapons 
and the gun with nine rounds of 
ammunition in the lounge. 

They also seized a quantity of 
amphetamine at four times street 
purity and worth more than 
£3,000, 30 grams of herbal 
cannabis, other drugs parapher¬ 
nalia, details of Pessach’s mem¬ 
bership of The Outlaws and up to 
£8,000 in cash. 

Andrew Kerry, representing 
Pessach, said in mitigation he 
had been given the pistol to look 
after by another member of the 
gang who had since died in a 
motorcycle accident. 

Mr Kerry said the drugs were 
from Pessach’s own supplier. 

As well as jailing Pessach, the 
judge ordered that the bulk of the 
weapons found by police should 
be confiscated.

Parking permits 
proposal to help 
weekday workers 

PARKING permits could be 
introduced into areas around Harlow 
to free up spaces for health workers 
and shop staff. 

Council chiefs are planning to test 
public reaction to the proposals 
which would see land at Bush Fair, 
Sewell Harris Close, The Stow and 
Old Harlow designated no-go areas 
for non-permit holders from 8am- 
7pm on weekdays. 

Members of Harlow Council’s 
environment and community 
committee agreed on Monday to go 
ahead with the consultation process. 
If the scheme goes ahead, warning 
signs would be erected at The Stow 
depot, Jenner House in Old Harlow 
and Sewell Harris Close in Mark 
Hall South. In addition, an estimated 
£90,000 would be spent 
transforming a parking area at 
Sherwood House in Bush Fair. 
Council officer Joe McGill said the 
introduction of a permit scheme 
would have a positive impact on the 
areas and help alleviate parking 
problems. 

But councillor Chris Millington 
(Liberal Democrat) told the meeting 
he had been contacted by residents 
of Sherwood House who were 
worried they would not be able to 
park near their homes if the scheme 
is introduced and asked if some 
residents’ parking permits could also 
be introduced. 

Mr McGill said removing yellow 
lines would free up some space for 
parking and hoped the consultation 
would bring up any issues residents 
may have.

Y OU may remember we ran 
a picture a few weeks ago 
of a pond at Harlow 
Common which suddenly 
appeared around the time the 
Mil was built. 

The photograph was sent in by Mag 
Barrett who wanted to know more 
about the circumstances which led to 
the pond’s creation. 

Now, thanks to regular correspondent Ron 
Bill, we can fill in some of the gaps. 

“In February 1969 I was a member of staff in 
Harlow Council’s legal department and 
worked closely with Hugh Shepherd, a 
barrister who was assistant clerk of the 
council,” he writes. 

“One morning that month we received from 
the Ministry of Transport a huge bundle of 
documents that detailed the proposed route 
of the Mil and seeking the council’s 
observations on the Harlow section. 

“We spent many hours with other officers 
pouring over the details and compiling our 
submission. We noted the pond at Mill Street 
would be lost so in our reply to the ministry 
we said the historic and valued community 
asset should be replaced. 

“One morning in 1972 we were surprised and 


delighted to receive a letter from the 
department saying a replacement pond would 
be provided in Harlow Common just south of 
Potters Field. 

“I’m pleased to say it has now matured into a 
delightful addition to the local environment.” 
The original pond was very popular with 
anglers. Reader Barry Jones said he used to 


go fishing there when he was a child in the 
1960s. “I would finish school and walk from 
Bush Fair to fish there for carp,” he said.

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Garage raider caught after crashing his van 


A CARPENTER who held up a 
petrol filling station in Harlow by 
pretending two pieces of piping 
held together with tape were a 
gun has been jailed for four 
years. 

Richard Satchell (40), of 
Doulton Close, Harlow, fled with 
£110 after the raid on the BP 
garage in Potter Street. 

But Chelmsford Crown Court 
heard police were able to trace 
him to his home after he crashed 
his van into some parked cars in 
Loughton following the robbery. 


Satchell pleaded guilty to rob¬ 
bery and to possessing an imita¬ 
tion firearm with intent to cause 
fear of violence. 

Mark Lakin, prosecuting, told 
the court that the robbery took 
place at 11.50pm on February 23 
this year. 

He said Satchell had 
approached the petrol station 
assistant asking for cigarette 
papers and handed over a handful 
of coins. 

As the assistant started to 
count the coins Satchell pulled 


out the pipes from his jacket. The 
assistant believed the pipes were 
a firearm and Satchell said: 
“Give me the money now”. 

Satchell then grabbed the cash 
and made his escape but crashed 
in Loughton and was arrested 
later that day. 

Graham Brown, representing 
Satchell, said in mitigation: “He 
expresses genuine remorse and 
has empathy with the victim and 
how he must have felt faced with 
a weapon that looked like a shot¬ 
gun. 


“There’s no excuse and he 
regrets finding himself in this 
position. A father of three, he 
now knows he faces a long sepa¬ 
ration from his children. 

“He realised he was going 
down and sought help but none 
was available.” 

Sentencing him to four years, 
Judge Christopher Ball told him: 
“There cannot be many in court 
who do not know somebody 
affected by the downturn in the 
economy but other people don’t 
react as you reacted.”

Charity in 
desperate

We want to work with other 
organisations to develop projects 
and our core service of coun¬ 
selling, but we are not in the posi¬ 
tion to do that from where we are. 

“It all seems pie in the sky at 
the moment because it has been 
going on for a while, but we have 
raised some money and have 
saved some of our own and now 
need about £140,000 for this to 
happen.” 

The current base is used by a 
team of volunteers and houses 
three desks, a photocopier, out-

dated computer equipment and 
other equipment. 

It is hoped the new building, 
which the charity has already had 
re-roofed, will become a hub for 
helping youngsters in the town 
and surrounding area. 

YCT - which helps 11-25 
year-olds by offering coun¬ 
selling, anger management class¬ 
es and a host of support groups in 
partnership with local agencies - 
already sees about 500 people a 
year and has a waiting list 
because it cannot cope with 
demand.

Redevelopment saves 
fire-hit historic house 


A HISTORIC building has been 
removed from an ‘at risk’ register 
following restoration work. 

Mulberry Green House, in Old 
Harlow, was one of thousands of 
conservation sites identified by 
English Heritage as being at risk 
of neglect or decay. 

The Grade II listed building, 
which dates back to the 18th cen¬ 
tury, was ravaged by fire before 
developers Bermac Properties 
were given the go-ahead in 2006 
to redevelop the site. 

Now, following a major 


restoration project which has seen 
it sympathetically repaired and 
converted into houses and apart¬ 
ments, it has been taken off the 
annual register which is used to 
put pressure on local authorities 
to address the needs of conserva¬ 
tion areas across the country. 

Bermac managing director 
Andrew Temperton said: “It has 
been an interesting and sensitive 
restoration and redevelopment 
project, injecting a whole new 
lease of life into the original 
house and grounds.”

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Vigilance of staff 
helps PAH to cut 
cases of infection 

INFECTION rates continue to fall at 
Harlow’s Princess Alexandra Hospital even 
though more patients than ever are being 
treated. 

Figures show the PAH NHS Trust ended the 
financial year as one of the best performing 
acute hospitals in the country for reducing 
hospital acquired bugs. 

The trust exceeded Department of Health 
targets for the number of MRSA and 
Clostridium difficile cases during the year. 
There were seven cases of MRSA against a 
target figure of 12, and 38 cases of C.diff 
against a target of 107. 

Dr Shico Visuvanthan, PAH consultant 
microbiologist and director of infection 
prevention and control, said: “We are very 
pleased with these figures which show us to 
be a top performing hospital nationally. We 
have introduced many new initiatives but 
most of the improvement is down to the 
hard work and vigilance of staff.” 

Chief executive Chris Pocklington added: 
“Only four years ago we recorded 44 
MRSA cases and now we are in single 
figures. In many ways, the improvement in 
C.diff cases is even more dramatic as we 
recorded 315 cases two year ago and 122 
cases last year.” 

# PRINCESS Alexandra Hospital is 
pressing ahead with measures to lower its 
carbon footprint. 

Work has begun on replacing 1960s 
windows with double glazed units in the 
main ward block. 

Hospital bosses say the work, which will 
cost £695,000, will create a better 
environment for patients as well as making 
it more environmentally friendly. 

Solar panels, efficient boilers and an IT 
system which turns off at a pre¬ 
programmed time to reduce energy output 
have already been installed.

Union holding a 
strike vote over 
fire service cuts 

FIREFIGHTERS in Harlow will 
begin balloting for industrial action 
today (Thursday) unless Essex Fire 
Authority suspends plans to make 
cuts to frontline services. 

The Fire Brigades Union has accused 
service chiefs of targeting crews 
rather than seeking efficiency savings 
elsewhere. 

The FBU claims the proposed cuts 
would mean vital appliances such as 
aerial ladder platforms and rescue 
tenders will be left understaffed, 
resulting in a compromised 
emergency service. 

Paul Adams, secretary of the Essex 
FBU, said: “We understand the need 
for the authority to make some 
efficiency savings but we are very 
disappointed it’s frontline staff and 
services that will be sacrificed while 
the number of backroom staff and 
headquarters managers are growing. 
“There is a real danger that frontline 
crews will be spread too thinly across 
the county.” 

Chief Fire Officer David Johnson has 
accused union officials of “totally 
irresponsible” behaviour. “All strike 
action will bring is financial hardship 
for our firefighters,” he said. 

“With the current pressures on 
spending, nothing is sacrosanct. The 
plain fact is we have got to find ways 
of using our existing resources to do 
more. 

“There are tough times ahead and we 
are going to have to change some of 
the things that we have always done, 
particularly in relation to crewing 
arrangements, but this is being done 
in full consultation with all sectors of 
our workforce.”

She said the family was offered 
alternative accommodation and were 
fully aware the repairs would take 
some time but added it sympathised 
with their situation.

WITH its bright colours 
and chunky wheels it 
may look like 
something out of an 
oversized Lego kit, but 
the T3 Motion electric 
tricycle could be the 
future of policing. 

The electric trike is currently being 
tested by British police for 
possible use on patrol or in public 
order operations. 

It has a top speed of 25mph and 
a raised nine-nich platform 
which gives the person riding 
it a clear view over the 
heads of crowds to spot 
troublemakers. 

The plastic scooter is 
also good for the 
environment because it 
runs on rechargeable 


batteries and each vehicle will cost 
just a few pence per day to run. 

A model with police-style blue and 
yellow badges was loaned to 
Sussex Police to use at the three- 
day South of England Show, where 
curious members of the public got 
their first glimpse of the strange 
trike. 

Sergeant Paul Marsterson said the 
experiment had been a success. 
“We tried to do a tour of the arena. 
However, people were so 
interested in it it took us 45 
minutes to get a couple of 
hundred metres!” he said. 

“The T3 gives high visibility and it’s 
great to be able to talk to people 
you might not always reach.” 

The £5,000 vehicle, designed by a 
Californian firm, would be perfect 
for use in airports, he added.

THE internet's answer to the Booker 
Prize has unearthed a rising literary 
star from Harlow. 

Michelle Keill (32), of Altham Grove,

Her gift for writing was spotted at a very 
young age while at school, where a teacher 
suggested she should consider becoming an 
author in the future. 

“It's always been a dream of mine to be a 
published author,” she added.

THIS ramshackle road movie 
through the Paleolithic age stars 
two of the most gifted comic 
actors of their generations - Jack 
Black and Michael Cera, pictured 
above - and yet laughs are hard to 
come by. 

Black is an unstoppable force of nature 
who brought his nervous energy to 
light up High Fidelity, School Of Rock 
and Kung Fu Panda while Cera adopts 
a more laidback, laconic delivery that 
perfectly suited Juno and Nick & 
Norah's Infinite Playlist. 

But put them side-by-side in Year One 
as hunter-gatherers with a nose for 
adventure and the results are painful. 


Pelt-clad primitives Zed (Black) and Oh 
(Cera) are incompetent and lazy, and 
don't pull their weight like the other 
men in their village. 

Zed, who’s having no success in 
wooing alpha female Maya, cannot 
master his bow and arrow, and is a 
woeful hunter while Oh fails to fulfil 
his duties as a gatherer. Nor can he 
turn the head of the object of his 
affections, Zed’s sister Eema. 

Inevitably, the friends are banished 
from the tribe and embark on a quest 
of self-discovery through an ancient 
world riddled with danger. En route, 
the misfits encounter wondrous 
creations such as the wheel and 
colourful characters including feuding 
brothers Cain (David Cross) and Abel 
(Paul Rudd), and circumcision- 
obsessed father Abraham and his son 
Isaac. 

Zed and Oh unexpectedly find courage 
and determination in the face of 


adversity, arriving in Sodom where the 
flamboyant high priest threatens to 
sacrifice Maya and Eema to the gods. 
Thankfully, the buddies orchestrate a 
daring rescue mission, but first they 
must outwit the captain of the guards. 
Producer extraordinaire Judd Apatow's 
recent winning streak, which includes 
The 40 Year Old Virgin, Knocked Up, 
Superbad and Forgetting Sarah 
Marshall, comes to an inglorious end 
with Year One. 

Foolishly, the script begins at the dawn 
of mankind and merrily incorporates 
Biblical references which beg 
unfavourable comparisons with The 
Life Of Brian. Monty Python's film may 
be 30 years old but it boasts more 
chuckles and guffaws in the opening 
five minutes than Year One can muster 
in its lifeless entirety.

T UCKED away among 
the beet fields of 
Hokkaido, Japan’s 
north island, is a tiny 
piece of Germany. 

Signs point to Koblenz and there 
are perfect replicas of autobahn 
rest stops. The road surface is 
Germanic, and if you wait a while 
you might hear the keening roar of 
a turbocharged Porsche 911 flying 
past at three miles a minute. 

Think of that as bait for what 
Nissan has straining at the leash 
in a nondescript lock-up garage. 

To understand the significance of 
Nissan’s GT-R, a little historical 
perspective is required. The GT-R 
badge can be traced back to 1969, 
when it appeared on the squared- 
off rump of a Skyline powered by 
a 24-valve 2.0-litre straight-six. 
Fully 20 years would elapse before 
the Skyline GT-R legend would be 
realised. The Skyline R32 GT-R 
was a breath-taking achievement, 
the first Japanese supercar. With 
computer-controlled all-wheel- 
drive and four-wheel steering, a 
2.6-litre straight-six with twin 
ceramic turbochargers and 276 
horsepower, it created a template 
that lives on today 
The Japanese media dubbed the 
car Obakemono-monster, but a 
more charismatic nickname came 
from Australia, where news of its 
unprecedented racing success saw 
it christened ‘Godzilla’. 

The Skyline GT-R got bigger and 
heavier in R33 (1995) and R34 (1999) 
guises, but it’s back, albeit with 
the Skyline badge deleted. The 


Nissan GT-R hasn’t just evolved. 
Like the scaly dinosaur that grew 
from a post-atomic Japan, this 
Godzilla has radically mutated. 

For years Nissan paid lip service 
to the Japanese ‘gentleman’s 
agreement’ that limited its cars to 
276bhp. With the GT-R, this 
agreement has been torn up, 
shredded and burnt, the 3.8-litre 
V6 churning out 485PS, enough to 
power the car to 60mph in 3.5 sec 
and on to a top speed of 194mph. 
Twin turbos are built into the 
exhaust manifold, the engine is set 
back behind the front axle line for 
better weight distribution and it 
even boasts a four-wheel-drive, 
double clutch transaxle. And 
carbon fibre propshafts. Even the 


ATTESA E-TS all-wheel-drive 
system is now sharper and faster. 
The GT-R is an astonishing piece 
of engineering. The attention to 
detail is stunning. The dashboard 
display has been designed by 
Polyphony, the people who brought 
us the Gran Turismo PlayStation 
games, and displays g-force, drive 
distribution, speed, braking and 
acceleration pressure and turbo 
boost among many other 
functions. The drag coefficient is 
0.27, which is virtually as slippery 
as a Toyota Prius. Weight 
distribution is a perfect 50:50, 
helped by the transaxle set-up to 
separate the weights of engine and 
gearbox/differential. 

The twin-clutch paddle-shift 


gearbox shifts incredibly quickly 
and throttle blips on 
downchanges. The brakes will 
stop the GT-R from lOOkmph in 
36.9m. In Japan’s type approval 
tests, no car before the GT-R had 
ever stopped in less than 40m. 
Downsides? Well, the car is hardly 
what you’d call pretty, with that 
squinty face and broken back 
roofline. Weight has crept up to 
1,740kg and Nissan’s electronics 
gurus have created what they 
think is a tamper-proof ECU to 
dissuade aftermarket tuning. A 
decent-size boot and rear seats 
that will hold a couple of kids 
make the GT-R halfway practical, 
too. 

As for the interior, the leather is 


well finished, the dash hangs 
together quite well and there are 
even some interior switches that 
look as if they’ve been lifted from 
an Audi R8. The contra-rotating 
speedometer and rev counter 
dials take a bit of getting used to, 
but one suspects Nissan has spent 
the money on the bits that really 
matter. 

The GT-R formula has 
traditionally been using complex 
engineering to make rapid 
driving easy, and as radical as the 
current GT-R appears, it does not 
divert from that philosophy one 
jot. 

Badge snobs may deride it as a 
hopped-up Nissan or reject it as 
an adolescent fantasy, but the GT- 
R presents a very real challenge 
to the Porsche 911, BMW M6 and 
even the Audi R8. The fascinating 
thing about a car that carries this 
weight of history is that the GT-R 
has always been about what it can 
do, rather than what it represents, 
and this 485PS car does incredible 
things. 

A well finished coupe that can do 
0-60 in 3.5s and run onto 194mph 
is always going to grab the 
attention, especially when priced 
at under £60,000. Germany has its 
Porsche 911, the US has the 
Corvette. In the GT-R, Japan has 
its own performance legend.

F ORMER Arsenal legend 
John Radford was made 
to eat his words as 
defender Ray Wickenden 
made a name for himself by 
starring in a second FA Cup 
in the space of a few seasons 
that grabbed national 
headlines. 


The 52-year-old former right-back 
had switched to Bishop’s Stortford 
in the summer of 1982 after 
becoming a firm favourite at 
Harlow Town and playing against 
Gary Lineker’s Leicester City side 
in 1980. 


Radford was Blues coach at the time, 
working alongside manager Trevor 
Harvey. 

Wickenden, who works as an 
electrician and still lives in 
Harlow, said: “I remember we 
played Hertford in a pre-season 
friendly and their winger got past 
me a few times. John Radford said I 
was rubbish and asked why had the 
club signed me. 

“It made me want to prove him wrong 
and it was pleasing to get a player of 
the season award from him later on.” 


“If you stood up to John he would 
listen and respect you. 

He was a man’s man.” 


Wickenden is one of 
those players lucky 
enough to have been 
involved in two 
significant FA Cup runs 
with Non-League clubs. 
Three seasons earlier, 
he had been part of the 
Harlow team that 
conquered Lineker’s 
Leicester City before 
they were beaten by 
Watford. 


The two Cup runs were 
very different for 
Wickenden, but the father of four is 
humble about his role in both these 
rival clubs. 


“It was just a coincidence. I would 
never go and mention it to anybody 
now,” he said. 

“With Harlow it was seen more as a 
one-off at the time and camera crews 
were round us all the time,” he said. 
“With Harlow we travelled on the day 
to Leicester. But with Stortford the 
difference was the trip to 
Middlesbrough. 

“I took more of it in the second time. I 
was that bit older.” 


By his own admission, Wickenden was 
a strong tackier and passer of the ball 
as a player. He was also a key 
attacking option with his runs down 
the flank and crosses. 


He jumped at the chance to sign for 
Stortford back in 1982. “I felt as I had 
gone as far as I could at Harlow. I 
needed a new challenge and that is 
why I went to Stortford. 

“When you have 500 or 600 in the 
ground you have the chance of 
building a decent side.”

“Harlow did not have the stability to 
go on and Stortford did have the 
potential to get to the Conference.” 
Wickenden enjoyed a short time as 
manager at Stansted before returning 
to Stortford. He was a coach and 
briefly caretaker boss after Dave 
Edwards quit as manager. 

Wickenden, who now coaches young 
footballers at Mark Hall Youth FC in 
Harlow, left Rhodes Avenue in 1997 
with a slightly sour taste in the mouth 
after failing to get the top job. “I did 
not get an interview for the job. 
Apparently the new manager [Paul 
Taylor] wanted me as a coach. I later 
realised I was more a coach than a 
manager but Stortford are still the first 
result I look out for [in Non-League].” 
Wickenden trained with QPR and 
Southend before he was 16. He did not 
have the ability to make it into the 
professional game but has happy 
memories of his career in Non-League. 
“Once you get a bit of a grounding 
from a pro club you can earn a bit of a 
living in Non-League football. The 
thing is to find your level and go out 
and enjoy it.” 


It was just a few months after joining 
Stortford in 1982 that Wickenden was 
playing against the likes of 
Middlesbrough and Reading as 
Stortford burst onto the national stage 
with their greatest FA Cup run. 
Triumphs over Slough and Reading 
preceded a third round tie at Boro in 
January 1983, managed by the 


flamboyant Malcolm Allison - he of 
the cigars and fedora hats. 

Ayresome Park may have been 
knocked down now, but much of 
Stortford’s game in the North East and 
the pre-match build-up stick in 
Wickenden’s mind. 

“We did not see much of 
Middlesbrough itself. I remember the 
comedian Chubby Brown was 
appearing in the hotel we were in. We 
had a curfew of 10pm but Radders 
[Radford] let us go and see him. That 
sticks in my mind,” he said. 

He added: “I remember we were 2-0 
down at half-time in the first game. 
Radders was very cross with me after 
their second goal - I chested the ball 
down and our ’keeper [Alex Welch] 
did not come in and their bloke nipped 
in to score. It was quite daunting with 
Malcolm Allison and his cigar but he 
came into our dressing room twice and 
wished us good luck. 

“I did not think in our hearts we 
thought we could win the replay [at 
Stortford’s old ground at Rhodes 
Avenue], There was so much sand on 
the pitch but their extra fitness worked 


in their favour.” 

The image of Blues striker Lyndon 
Lynch - a Marvin Hagler lookalike - 
will always be synonymous with the 
Cup run. Due to his striking looks the 
national media circus made a beeline 
for Lynch. 

But Wickenden felt midfielders and 
defenders played a more crucial role. 
“The Stortford fans did not like him 
[Lynch] but Roger Avery was really 
liked by the players. He was always 
available for you. Ian Smith did not 
score many goals but he was a very 
good tackier,” he said. 

“Keith Eley was a man mountain. He 
took no prisoners and for a centre-half 
of that time he could play great 
football. When you had these three in 
the team, you knew you had a chance.” 
“Trevor Harvey was the nicest man I 
ever met in Non-League football. He 
had a lot of coaching badges and knew 
what he was doing. 

“He never raised his voice and was 
always immaculately dressed. You 
would never have thought he and 
Radders would get on but they did.”

^ IT’S win or bust for Andrew 
Osagie in the UK U-23/U-20 
AAAs Championships at 
Bedford this weekend. 

If the Harlow 800m runner can 
break 1 min 48 secs he will be called 
up for the Great Britain Under-23 
squad for the European 
Championships in Kanus, 
Lithuania, next month. 

But his coach Craig Winrow 
believes victory in Sunday’s final 
will convince the GB selectors to 
pick the highly-rated 21-year-old - 
even if he does not achieve the qual¬ 
ifying time. 


Athletics ace needs top time for GB selection 


Harlow Athletic Club runner Osagie, a 
former Leventhorpe School student, is 
returning to form after a painful two years 
where the combination of shin splints and 
a foot injury has dogged his fledgling 
career. 

Osagie, currently ranked 15th in 
Europe (U-23s), burst onto the national 
stage in 2007 when he competed for 
England at an international meeting in 
Bratislava, Slovakia. 

This is the first time in the last three 
years he has completed an indoor AND 


outdoor season and this bodes well. 

“He has been progressing. He is getting 
close to the qualifying time [for a GB U- 
23 call-up]. I am hoping if he raises his 
game on the day he will come out and 
win. I want the selectors to pick him even 
if he has not got the qualifying time. They 
have to look at his performance,” he told 
Star Sport. 

If Osagie wins at Bedford he could still 
miss out on GB selection if he does not 
make the 1:47 qualifying time. “It’s a 
dilemma for the selectors. It’s a case of 


whether they are flexible with selection,” 
added Winrow. 

Osagie competed against international 
competition in Spain last weekend. 

He was fifth in the 800m final, finish¬ 
ing behind the Cuban winner. 

He will be up against high-quality 
opposition at Bedford in the shape of Paul 
Bradshaw and Ed Ashton. 

He will compete in a heat on Saturday 
and should make the semi-final when he 
will bid for a place in Sunday’s final.
